GENERAL CONDITIONS 


1. In respect of sales by Registered Producers and by all persons other than 
Registered Producers the prices in Column I and II of the Sohedule of prices 
shall come into force from 1st November, 1949 and, notwithstanding th e rate 
at which an order has been booked, shall apply to all deliveries elfeeted on 
and after this date. In oases of deliveries effected by rail the date of Railway 
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Reoeipt shall be deemed to be the date of delivery, and for deliveries by road 
the date of delivery is the date on which the Pig Iron leaves the site of 
despatch. 

2. To arrive at the prices for places other than Calcutta, Bombay and 
Madras freight per ton at Public Tariff rate for full wagonloads from the near- 
est of the above three Ports to uich places is to be added to the prices shown 
in the above Schedule of prices. 

SPECIAL CONDITIONS FOR SALES BY REGISTERED PRODUCERS 

1. Octroi and Sales or other taxes incurred In the prooess of delivering 
materials to customers will be borne by the latter. 

2. In respect of supplies to consignees in th e Dominion of Pakistan on 
f.o.b. Calcutta basis, extra charges (exclusive of any duty or tax payable under 
any law for the time being in force), as fixed by the Controller in consultation 
with the Steel Price Negotiations Committee, from time to time, will be pay- 
able. This extra charge bns been fixed at Its. 20/- per ton for the time being. 

SPECIAL CONDITION FOR SALES BY ALL PERSONS OTHER THAN 
REGISTERED PRODUCERS 

Octroi, Sales and other tuxes levied on Pig Iron entering the Seller’s yard 
by the Government or the local authority of the Province or Town where the 
stockyard is situated and similar taxes incurred in the process of delivery of 
materials from Seller's yard or siding to the customers shall bo borne by the 
latter. Any sales tax paid by the Seller to a Registered Producer Bhall also 
be borne by the customer.
